and from the Captain they used to buy 
flour and eggs, brought trom Belleville. 
His first trip to this place was in May 
1922, and he lind a lot of lumber waggons 
to sell, the time ocoupied in the drive being 
two days and one night. Then the place

There, was but 
one church at that time, St. Thomas. He 
came again in the fall of 1822, but did not 
obserye much jmproyement. In 1829 he

There was now but one malo nnd six fe- 
malo resident house-holdors left off all 
there were when le came here, Mr. James 
Wilson being the only male. ‘Lho fae ole 
had to go to Kingston to attend all the 
Courts exoopt the old Division Court, for 
suits nuder 48, He then went on to relate 
some of the improvements made in the 
place, ‘The electing of a Board of Police 
in 1836, with himself aa chairman, and the 
building of a stone sidewalk in the same 
year. ‘The building of the first steam saw 
mill was in 1887, In that year tho rebollion 
broke ont and the town was soon filled 
with volunteers. In 1841 the Court House 
and jail was finishol, aud Bolleyille pro- 
claimed the County ‘town, for Hastings, 
Tn 1849 the limits wore onlarged into four 
wards, namely, Samson, Baldwin, Ke 
son and Coloman, the names being 
after the four most prominent men in the 
place. In 1850 tho Board of Police 
was changed to a Town Council, consisting 
ot twelve mombers, the late B, I’. Davy 
buing Mayor. The populsion was 
then 2,810. In 1859 the first Mayor was 
elected by the people, Francis McAnnany 
being the choico. In 1874 the Town limits 
were changed from 1,285 to 1,495 acres 
and seven wards, fov1teen mombers besides 
the Mayor. In 1877 the population having 
increased to 11,192 the Lieutenant Govyer- 
nor of Ontario, by proclamation declared 
Bellev'''e to be a city after the 21st of De- 
cember. In the first civic elections which 
took place in January last, 21 Aldermen 
were elected, and Alexander Robertson 
Isq., was elected first May. Ho concluded 
by saying that Bolley''le had grown slowly 
but surely, and that ifbid fair to go onjand 
prosper. 

At the conclus‘on of his npdress, three 
cheers were given for the Queen, the Presi- 
dent of the United states, Hon- Billa Flint 
and Alexander Robertson.

_ Since the introduction of furnavos and 
steam heaters it hits become quite fashion- 
able to decorate the scliool-room, to some 
extent, with plants.

Charles E, Courtney, the famous oarsman 
of Cayuga Lake, has dofoated James 
Dempsey, of Seneca Lake, in a way that 
will porhaps silince those people who Since 
tho former's mishap on tho 19th of last 
month have been asserting with every de- 
groo of positivenoss not only that Courtney 
isa trickster,who intentionally throws him- 
self out of condition or out of his boat at 
conyonionce, but that he is an inferior 
oarsman, and has a match in several men, 
all of whom he fears to meet. Brought up 
in tho village of Union Springs, and having 
on all sides the reputation of being an hon- 
est young man, nothing was ever said der- 
ogatory of Courtney until the 14th of July 
last year, whon suddenly he fell ill on 
the eve of a raco with a man whom he had 
repeatedly beaten. He was denounced asa 
cheat and a fraud, and James Riley was at 
once proclaimed his superior.

PROSPECTS OF TROUBLE, 


As the 12th approaches, tho excitement 
among all classes of citizens increases. 
Business is virtually suspended. ‘The prin- 
cipal thoroughfares have been crowded all 
day with groups/of people discussing the 
situation. Opinion is very much divided 
on the question, whether there will be a 
fight or not, but I am strongly of the opin- 
ion that no troublerwill occur during the 
day, beyond a few street and bar-room 
fights. At night, however, the streets will 
-be unsafe, and almost anything may, be 
@xpected. I base-my/opinion that we shall 
Witness no general fight in tho lay time, 
on the following facts :—The Tris’: expect 
tho Orange procession to Teave tie hall 
without any military protection, thinking 
that the troops will be called into action 
only after the fight occurs, and they hope 
to break up the procession before that time. 
This, of course, iS\ait entirely erroneous 
view. The military willyprotect the pro- 
cession from the time it is formed, and no 
mob will have the hardihood to attack an 
organized force. This was amply demon- 
strated at the meeting last night, when a 
row occurring the ery was started that the 
military were coming and a general stam- 
pede followed. 


FBARS OF THE MAYOR'S COURSE. 


Upon the action of the Mayor depends 
everything. He now possesses tho full 
confidence and support of the French and 
Irish, and if he would consent to leave the 
matter in the hands of the military authori- 
ties there would be little danger of » con- 
flict. “He, however, ‘absolutely’ refuses to 
state what his course will be on the 12th.

Shortly after seven o'clock Dunham Ter- 
race was occupied by a number of men and 
lndls,Whoy evidently waited, the ‘arrival of 
the principal movers in the affair, who did 
not appear till nearly half-past eight, when 
the Irish Catholic Union, headed by their 
banner, were seen marching up Mountain 
Hill. On arriving opposite the Parliament 
House about a hundred, pistol shots were 
fired, evidently out of bravado, and voices 
were heard shouting “ we'll make the 
pass the bill.” Tho procession did not 
stop, but proceeded to the Terrace, where 
a temporary platform was quickly erected, 
and the meeting was called to order by T, 
Maloney, Secretary of thé Irish Oatholic 
Union, who addressed the meeting explain- 
ing its object and reading a series of resolu. 
tions. 

In the meanwhile a company of the 9th 
Battalion Rifles, under the command of 
Col. Lamontagne, Captain Garneau, and 
Lieutenant Dionre, had marched into the 
Parliament Buildings and mounted guard, 
and the House adjourned.

8 of logs. The frame building - erected-in 
8,8. No. 1 Carlow desorves, taking all the 
circumstances into ‘consideration, special 
mention, It is the best schoolhouse north 
of Millbridge, although situated in one of 
our most remote townships. 

In the village of Madoc, the Board of Di- 
reetors are now building, for the accommo- 
dation of the Public and Model School, a 
large, two-story brick edifice, which when 
completed will, I think, be the best school 
house in the County (exclusive of Belle- 
ville.) 

In 8.8. No. 10, Huntingdon, a brick 
school house is also in process of érection. 
Both are to be furnished with folding desks 
and seats of the most approved pattern. 
The total number of schoo houses at the 
end of 1877, was : Brick 12, stone 7 frame 
89, and log 21. 

Since 1871, more than 60 school honses 
have been erected in the Riding.

HOME AND ABROAD. 


Tue wife of George Latremoville, hotel 
keeper at tho Chaudiere died suddenly 
yestorday. She had just sat down to din- 
ner, and after cating a few slices of cucum- 
ber was taken with a pain in her stomach, 
dying a short timo after. 

Two more drowning accidents are re- 
ported from the Upper Ottawa. John 
Fowler, a farmer, was fishing on the Pet- 
tawawa River when he slipped from the 
boom and was drowned, Thomas Georby 
foreman for Bronson, Woston & Co., start- 
ed to go from Pembroke to the Des Joach- 
ims on Wednesday last. The canoe was 
found overturned in the river on Satur- 
day. 

Mr. Walker, a hatter on Young street 
Toronto, who resides on the Island, report- 
ed to the police yesterday morning that 
he found a scow with an entiresuit of boy's 
clothing, drifting along the shore on the 
bay sido. Mr. Walker expressed bolief 
that some lad had boen drowned while 
bathing, but the police sofar have been 
unable to unrayelthe mystery, no boy 
haying been reported missing. 

On Saturday evening a raan deliberately 
committed suicide by dromningin Mon- 
treal. Deceased appeared to be about fifty 
years of age, height five feet four inches, 
light hair and complexion, aquiline nose 
whiskers and moustache. He was attired 
ina linen jacket,black corduroy pantaloons 
fancy blue striped cotton shirt, black neck- 
tie, brown Jootton socks, light shoes, sus- 
penders, round crown hard felt hat. 


Tae rocent attacks ofmobs on volun- 
teers in uniform have evoked strong expres- 
sions of opinion from the English papers of 
Montreal. The milifary column of the 
Gaxette attributes these attacks to the en- 
couragoment of the Post. Tho Protestant 
populations, which was not the case on the 
Orange question, will stand firmly by the 
volunteers,and unless their mobbing ceases 
the results will be serious for the city. 


Tur returns from White hall, N. Y., 
show that, up to the 18th instant, about 
41,000,000 feet of lumber had arrived there 
from Canada, being a slight increase oyer 
the quantity for the same period of last 
year, There wasa falling off though of 
some five million feet in the quantity of 
pine lumber, more hemlock and spruce 
being sent- The exports from Cornwall for 
the quarter ending with June, amounting 
to some $80,000 and from Prescott for the 
half year, was $65,000. 

A Florida ox had a strange and fatal en- 
counter with Lake Jackson alligators a 
short tima ago. The ox had waded into 
the lake to drink, when an alligator closed 
on one of his front legs. Enraged with 
pain the animal started for the shore,drag- 
ging his assailant after him, hosts of whose 
friends were attractel by the smell of blood. 
The alligator’s hold was finally loosened, 
and tho furious ox proceeded to attack the 
frosh-wator monsters, two of which he toss- 
od with his horns, bat gotting into the 
water again, anothor alligator caught the 
ox by the nose and held his head under 
water until he died.

THE ADVANCE OF THE ARMY INTO 
BOSNIA.—THE ITALIAN AGI- 
TATION. 


New York, July 23.—A despatch says, 
the alvance of tho Austrian army into Bos- 
nin is to begin July 23th. The army con- 
sists of seventy thousand men and 240 
gans. It is to move in threo columns on 
the broad highway to Seragova, from Novi 
to Banzeluka and from Motkowich to 
Mostar. It comprises the 6th, 20th, 70th, 
18th, and 28th divisions of the army, num- 
bering in all 15 regiments of infantry, 10 
battalions of riflemen, 1 regiment of dra- 
goons, 1 regiment of Hussars, 5 battalions 
of Pioneers, and 24 batteries of artillery. 

A Vienna despatch says the Goyernmont 
has rocdivell assurances from Romo that 
the Italian Cabinet is perfectly united in 
their disapproval of the agitation going on 
in Italy against Austria. Thoy say the 
agitators have seized upon the treaty of 
Borlin, morely as a protoxt, and their real 
object is merely to make republican capit- 
al against the Italian monarchy.

It may appear to 
many that we were too “stiff in sticking 
to the price we asked, and should haye ac 
cepted the Committee's offer andthusshow 
that we wished to do what we could for 
the success of theinauguration. We would 
certainly haye done this had our offer been 
treated with any degree of liberality—from 
the vory [first our demand was literally 
scoffed at.

His body had been dragged 
somo distance towards a straw stack, the 
murderer probably contemplating hiding 
the body, or burning it in the stack, but 
abandoned his intention. The girl first 
attacked is dangerously hurt, her injuries 
haying caused her to vomit blood. 

There had been a quarrel about sums of 
money which James had stolen from the 
old man or different occasions, and he had 
stolen money to go to the Oddfellow’s ox- 
cursion to Hamilton, which comes off to- 
day, and his father had discovered this. 

The pump handle had been sawn off, 
leaving a square end on purpose to accom- 
plish his murderous intentions. 


A LATER ACCOUNT. 

Jarvis, July 24,11:40 a. m.—A laterand }, 
more explicit account of the Rockford 
tragedy is that young Smith went to his 
sister's room some time in the {night and 
and stole the key of his father’s money-box 
from astring of keys which were around 
the oldest girl’s body. He stole the money 
and put the key back in the bed, and upon 
the girl turning over in the bed shortly 
afterwards felt the key, which awakened 
her, and suspocting whathad been done (as 
they had expected he would attempt the 
theft,) she then got up and told her father 
something was wrong, as the string of keys 
had beencut from her body. Her father then 
got up and went to the son’s room and ac- 
cused him of taking the money. They 
both then came down stairs and had some 
words about it, the old man then threaten- 
ed to hayo him arrested ifhe did not give 
up the money. Tho father then procured 
a halter and started forthe field to get a 
horse to go to Simcoe, saying he would put 
astop to this kind of work. The son fol- 
lowed him up a lane back of the barn, and 
there murdered him with a club about two 
foot six inches long, which he had prepar- 
ed the evening before from an old pump 
and which the girls saw him cutting not 
knowing for what purpose. It was round 
to the end, not square as bofore stated. 
His subsequent actions are correctly de- 
tailed in thefirst'report, The old man was 
forty-nino years of age and highly respect-

Who Pays the Duty? 


The Montreal Journal of Commerce is 
edited by Sir Francis Hincks, who should 
be accepted as no novico in matters affect.

“Leading statesmen and journalists seem 
to be much oxercised at present as to the 
proper answer to the question with which 
we havo headed this article. It is contend- 
ad, on the one hand, that the duty imposed 
on goods entering @ country must neces- 
sarily fall onthe consumer of those goods, 
while, on the other hand, it is as vehem- 
ently affirmed that in many casesthe duty 
really falls on the foreign exporter. With 
regard to cortain articles of consumption 
in the country, viz., such as either’ cannot 
be produced at all, or at such cost as to 
render their production practically imposs- 
ible, it seems to be admitted that tho 
is paid by tho consumer.

George Smith, a farnacr, forty-nine yours:

Waen he came hero he was 
married, but, his first wife dying, he muar-

THE CRIME. 

Un!'ko many another crime of a similar 
nature, this did not ariso from dissipation, 
but from terrible tempex, ungoverned and 
unrestrained. ‘ho fathor, though well-to- 
do, was fond of money, and kept his son 
James, whom ho had brought up aa a fo", 
mor, very close, Up to about a year ago 
the son had submitted to being treated as 
a child, but last yoar he insisted on boing 
paid wages, After some hesitation the 
father consented and gaye him a certain 
sum, Like many others, James having 
tasted of tho sweets, wanted more, and so 
clamored for either an increase or else a 
share in the profits of the farm, which the 
father declined to give.

s MABRIAGE, 

For sometime past James had been 
keeping company with a young woman, 
the daughter of a respectable farmer in the 
neighborhood.

A Roply to Mr. Patterson's Lotter, 


To tho oditor of tho Onranto. 

Sm:—Under a plea of self justification 
Mr. Patterson's letter in last night's On- 
ranro, demands a reoly from me, Init I 
shall oxplain how I was lod into making 
those “gross mistatoments,”” and shall even 
dare deny the statement ma le by him, 
charging mo with “making a proposition 
and then receding from it!” Now, I do 
not relish those nowspaper “spats” and to 
relieve myself from any further communi- 
cation in this matter I shall nocessarily 
uso the namos of two Aldermon,T. Diamond 
and Morgan Jollett, who can act as thoy 
foal inclined in the matter. 

It was tho first named gentleman who 
told outside the Council that Mr. Pattorson 
*declared at a meeting of the Committee, 
he would rather engage some foreign Band 
ko. &o.’’ So I am not originally responsible 
for this—a ‘misstatement,’ Mr. Paterson 
says. If Mr. Diamond in turn, 
having told this, why, I have boon "most 
shamofully misinformed, and can only de- 
clare my regret that I was led into writing 
that charge in my lettor of the 24th inst. 

Morgan Jellott’s connection with the 
affair is this: —Meeting him by chance at 
Mr. Macdonald's about the 15th of June, at 
his request told him, that ‘considering the 
unusual amount of playing required (i. e. 
for the procession in the forenoon, the 
games in tho afternoon the torchlight pro- 
gession in the evening, and the fireworks, 
and finally escorting the Watertown fire- 
men to the boat) our price would be from 
$60 to $75, but we would not accept any le s 
than $60. This ho constructed into a final 
agreement on eur part, to accept $60 and it 
seems informed the Committee that even- 
ing (although not a member of it himself) 
that that was our offer—my “proposition” 
as Mr. Patterson writes. I had no idea 
that Mr. Jellett would arrive at this con- 
clusion so hastily, or that he would consid- 
er it final, for on the 21st June, at a busi- 
ness meeting ofthe Band, I brought the 
matter before the members, and it was their 
unanimous opinion that we should be paid 
our regular rates—$50 for the day and $25 
for the night. When consulted then by 
the music committeo themselves, that was 
the price asked and adhered to, and that 
was the amount paid in reality—but not to 
us. During our visit to Port Hope on the 
25th, I had an hours’ conversation with 
the leader of that band, and learned from 
bim what they received and what their ex- 
penses were. Further, he said, they were 
telegraphed toon the Tuesday proceding 
Dominion Day, sot at the last moment, as 
Mr. Patterson says. 

To close, I would state that, although it 
may appear we are fretting over the loss 
of this $75, itis not so. Woe felt grieved 
and @’sappointed at such discouraging 
treatment. Even had ovr price been a 
little exhorbitant, it would naturally be 
supposed that it being the very first time 
our sery-ces were asked by the city, they 
would have shown that our ert; to ele- 
vate Belleville’s heretofore shauie.1! repu- 
tation in band matters, were appreciated 
by them! We had gone to great expense 
in purchasing instruments and uniforms, 
and lave to pay a regular monthly salary 
to ovr Instiactor. 

But nothing was an argvment in the 
committee's eyes, and whether Mr. Patter- 
son made that statement or not, the resv't 
proves that it was cartied eut.

A CUSTOM-HOUSE OFFICER'S STORY. 


Monrrear, July 29.—Mr. Nickols, an 
American Custom House officer, gives the 
following detail of the movements of Cos- 
tofrolaz or DeMirabel and his victim prior 
to his arrest in Kingston on Saturday : 
Mr. Nichols states that for nearly a year 
past he has suspected deceasel and John 
Costofrolaz of smuggling. On Monday 
night last Mathevon took the train for La- 
colle having with him a yery large hair 
covered trunk. On the train reaching La- 
colle he was met by Costofrolaz,and taking 
a boat, proceeded, together with the lug. 
gage, towards Rouse's Point. Arrived, it 
appears,at a secluded spot near Fort Moat- 
gomery,on the Lake Shore Road, 
about three miles from Rouse's Point, they 
concealed the goods and continued on to 
Rouse's Point,whore they slept at the house 
of Costofrolaz until Tuesday night, when 
thoy started in a boat ostensibly for La- 
colle, but, as Mathevon doubtless believed, 
to obtain the goods, which include various 
classes of silk manufacture, and convey 
them into the States or dispose of them to 
some porson intending to do so. Costofro- 
laz,a8 proviously stated,returned to Rouso's 
Point without companion or luggage, and 
lator on engaged a young man to drive him 
to the house of a man named Poters, where

ROSS REFUSES Tu ROW, 


HANLAN OFFERS HIM TWO LENGTHS 


THE REFERZE RESIGNS. 


DISSATISFACTION GENERALLY, 


Riversiep, N. B., July 81, 9;15 a. m.— 

Race postponed till this p. m. 
LATER, 

The sun was shining brightly and a very 
light wind blowing from N. E. 8:80 o'clock 
this a.m. The water was in fine condition 
the only drawdack being a sleght ripple on 
Torryburn Cove. For the greater part of 
the course, however, the water was perfect- 
ly smooth and altogether a better day for 
the race could not be obtained. At 8:35 
the judges boat camo down from Appleby’s 
wharf and stopped at Torryburn Cove, 
whistled for the contestants to come out. 
Meanwhile Mr. Davis,on behalf of Hanlan, 
and §. J. King, who had taken D. McLell- 
an’s place as judge for Ross, tossed for pos- 
ition and Davis won the choice. Hanlan 
took the inside position. Ross now put 
out from his boat house, rowing the new 
boat obtained at Halifax. He wasstripped 
to the buff, simply wearing a blue trank 
and having a handkerchief tied about his 
head. He was in fine form, the muscles 
showing themselves all over. Soon the 
Toronto champion appeared, wearing a 
sleevéless blue shirt, and a scarlet skull 
cap and looking the perfection of health and 
strength. At 9 o'clock all was reedy; the 
judges were in position at the starting point 
and the sheriff called upon the oarsmen to 
get into line. Bets of $200 to$700 on Han- 
lan were now offered on the Judges boat, 
with no takers. By this time the wind had 
freshened, blowing from the same quarter 
as before, and making quite a well. Ross 
rowed up the course and finding the water 
lumpy said he would not row. Edward 
Ross, came on board and said the water 
was too rough. Thereupon Mr. King, 
judge for Ross, protested that the water 
was not perfectly smooth, as the articles of 
agreement specified it should be. The 
referee, Sheriff Harding, here said as the 
matter was being taken out of his hands he 
would retire. He would act no more. Thi 
was a damper,and great excitement ensued 
on the boat. Ross’ backers applauded 
Wallace's resolution, while Hanlan’s back- 
ers of course disappoved. Sheriff Harding 
made a written statement to the offect that 
the water was not perfectly smooth, but 
that it was smooth enough for practica 
boat racing, and that as Ross and Ross’ 
judge had objected he had no recourse but 
to retire. Hanlan came to the judge's 
boat and shouted that if Ross 
would row, he, Hanlan, would give him 2 
lengths to start. Ross also came came up 
and said the starting boats were out of 
range. The referee neyer ordered the 
boats to start. He simply directed the men 
to get into!position, when Ross’ judge made 
the protest. Then Mr. Harding resigned 
at onee. A general discussion now took 
place but no result wasarrived at. Finally 
the two men were ordered to their quarters, 
and the judges boat steamed up to the 
Appleby’s wharf, where the crowds were 
waiting in expectancy. Meanwhile the 
backers of the men were endeavoring to 
patch up matters, but they have not 
suceeded up to this time, 9:50 o'clock. Tho 
water is still rough, and there is no ap. 
pearance of it calming down. A referee 
has not yet beon selected. As to the cause 
of the postponement may bo 
said. Had Hanlan came out as quickly 
as Ross they might been started 
for the water was firstrate, but then Ross 
had objected to the line of the buoys and it 
would have taken to arrange 
these to his satisfaction, so that, perhaps, 
it would have been found that the race 
would not then have boon rowed, Tanlan 
was willing and most anxious to have tho 
race come off, and he was groatly disgust- 
ed at being obliged to return to his boat 
louse.
